BBTTTAL CASE OF SLUGGING. 


Chicago, July SG.—Two thousand 


persons today saw om? oC the most 
brutal cases of slugging: and some 
of the 'poorest marksmanship on tho 
part of tho policemen since tho strike 
,U the'stock yards bogan. A strike- 
breaker, John Kulloy, had just left 
tho ynrds.nnd reached 
Forty-flrst 


and Halsted streets, when three mc:i, 
of whom one is John Doody, attacked 
him. Mulloy was knocked down anl 
ivaarly killed. His nose was broken, 
his eyes cut open with terrlflc blows 
and one car wns nearly torn off. Tha 
sluggers had not 
completed their 


work when five policemen interfered, 
whereupon the trio ran. 


The chase led throug-h a crowd of 


strike 
sympathizers 
nnd 
cm-iou* 


spectators through streets and alleys 
to the Halsted street viaduct, the po- 
hcciueii calling upon the fugitives -10 
stop on pain of being killed. 
The 


crowds in tho street were so lar^o 
that the. policemen were 
afraid at

crush two of the sluggers leaped into 
a laundry wagon and were rapidly 
driven away, but tho third man was 
kept in sight and a9 soon as

franchise obtained by the company 
are fixed at ?BOO,000 and it is stated 
that fraud was perpetrated in the 
representation to the council that the 
large branch of the General Electric 
company, which is called a monopoly 
by the complainants, would be moved 
from this city unless the company 
waa given the rights it asked under 
the application for the franchise. 


All of the allegations made by Mr. 


Waganhols at the time he obtained 
an injunction against the granting 
of the franchise are repeated in the 
new suit, which contains about fifty 
pages embodying the franchise in its 
entirety. Judge Colerick stated this 
afternoon that he had no charges of 
fraud in the second paragraph, which 
was written in his office and that he 
did not know any had been made in 
the portion, of tlie document written 
by Judge Alden.

CORONER'S VERDICT 


Shooting of Fred Aker by 


Marshal at Roanoke De- 


clared Justifiable. 


Huntin-gton, Ind., July &!.—Cor- 


oner Morgan has returned a verdict 
in which he completely exonerates 
Marshal George Plelds, of Roanokc, 
who shot and killed Prod Aker in 
that village Saturday night, when 
the latter, who -had been participat- 
ing in a riot, resisted arrest and at- 
tacked the officer. 
The verdict of- 


the coroner is as follows: 


" After -'examining all the evidence- 


in the case of 'Fred Aker, 
whose 


death occurred at about 11:30 p. m., 
on Saturday, July 16, 1904, I find 
tho cause of death to be from a bul- 
.let wound In the heart, fired from a 
32-callbre revolver In the hands of 
George T. Pields, marshal of the town 
of Roanoke. I find "that Fred Aker 
had resisted arrest by Officer Fields 
and that Pred Aker had made a bru- 
tal assault upon the officer with a 
beer bottle and the officer was struck 
several blows on the back of the neck 
and head and that at the same time 
William Aker, a brother of Pre3 
Aier, assaulted the officer 
with a 


mace which he had taken from Officer 
Pields. 
I find that it was at this 


time that Officer Fields fired the shot 
that killed Pred Aker. 
I therefore 


find that the shot was fired in self- 
defense in performance of official du- 
ty and do not bring any charge 
against the officer and find it to have 
been a case of justifiable homicide.

known how a spark, as a mermaid, 
could carry a man's 
message by 


running along the pathway of a Pa- 
cific cable from Vancouver to Aus- 
tralia, or how a great iron hull could 
be made te battle against storm and 
tide and carry thousands of human 
beings, besides tons, upon tons of 
freight, from New York to Liver- 
pool. Christ feeding.the multitudes 
with the five loaves and two' fishes 
to me is wonderful, but the man 
making the dry desert blossom as a 
rose by the stored-up waters of Irri- 
gation, man making rain descend 
In'regions where for centuries nature 
as a.forbidding angel of the Edenlc 
paradise has said, "Thou shalt not;" 
man making the fruits of the Asiatic 
climes to mate with the fruits of the 
California hills, man making street 
cars to run without horses, and steam 
engines to shriek through a Gothard 
pass and disappear into a Housatonlc 
tunnel; man making 
his airships 


lighter than 
the 
atmosphere we 


breathe; all these are triumphs over 
natural forces so wonderful that I 
say, as I compare them 
with the 


phenomena of Christ's life, how truly 
has the promise been kept, "Greater 
works than these shall he do." 


Wlien.I see an Edison making an 


electric light blaze and burn upon 
the tip end of a dirty piece of car- 
bon; 
when I see the marvels of ma- 


chinery, born with everything "but a 
aoul; when I- see ice frozen In the 
tropics, and when I know that na- 
tions, separated by broad soas, aro 
brought .into speaking distance by 
wireless telegraphy, I know that one 
of tho fulfilments 'of my tort has 
coma, "Anything which excites won- 
der, surprise or astonishment In the 
broad sense is a miracle," wrote the 
lexicographer. 
Surely, • Christ was 


alluding to man's triumphs in the 
world of natural phenomena when he 
said: "Tho works that I do, shall 
he do also; and greater works tlian 
these shall he do; because I go unto 
my Tather." 


TRIUMPHS OVER DISEASE. 
Not only did Christ astonish the 


people in his day by his. power over 
tho forces of nature; he revealed his 
divine nature by showing his power 
over physical disease. 
He tried to 


convince the people in his day of his 
power as a healer of spiritual mala- 
dies by proving himself the cleanser 
of leper spots, the opener of blinded 
eyes, and the only one of his time 
who could send tho sluggish blood 
of health coursing through the with- 
ered limbs of him sick with palsy. 
Yet today as I study 
Christ, the 


Healer of the sick, I see that the 
work lie did has been taken up by 
his followers and its triumphs mul- 
tiplied. By tho word of his power 
he gave sight to a few blind men, 
but in our day the Christian sur- 
geons by their operations aro giving 
sight to thousands. The virtue from 
his garment stopped one Issue of 
blood, but in our day the Christian 
physician with his medicaments is 
stopping 
thousands 
of 
issues. 


Christ's touch relieved a few sufferers 
of pain, but in the hospitals of our 
time 
thousands 
pass 
painlessly 


through suffering which in former 
times would have racked them with 
excruciating torture. 


If you would learn 'some of the 


marvels of man as a healer read 
Prof. White's marvelous collection of 
facts in his book, entitled, 
"Th 


Wonders of Modern Surgery." 
U 


to 1870 
80 per cent, of all those 


who had fractured leg or arm, with 
the bone protruding ' through, the 
skin, died. 
Now, through,the dis- 


coveries resultant 
from tlie life's 


work of Sir Joseph Lister,'practically 
all those with fractured limb bones 
got well. 
Once, when a gangrened 


leg had to be amputated, a shrieking 
yelling patient was held down by 
main strength and tlie leg cut off 
as quickly'as possible, as a butcher 
with his ax would chop meat. Then 
the bleeding stump was seared with 
boiling 
pitch. 
Seventy-five 
per 


cent, of those patients died. 
Now 


such operations are considered prac- 
tically harmless. A whifE of ether 
a breath of chloroform, a deep sleep 
a painless operation, and the heavy 
eyelids open. All the horrors of tha 
operation are a blank. 
Our uncles 


our aunts, our • parents, our grand 
parents, died by the hundreds of In 
flammatlon 
of the bowels. Along 


comes surgery and says: "Down on 
the table; quick! Out with that ap 
pendix." And today clubs could bi 
formed by the hundreds of those 
who would have died of appendicitis 
unless death had been driven bnck 
at the point of tho surgeon's Knife. 


But today are the "Wonders of 


Modern Surgery" any more marvel- 
ous than the "Wonders o£ Modern 
Medicine?" Is the power of modern 
medicine to cure disease any more 
marvelous today' than the power of 
modern bacteriological investigations 
to prevent disease? You see Christ 
stopping here and there to open n 
Winded eye, or to unstop a deaf ear, 
or to loosen the heavy and labored 
breathing of the asthmatic sufferer, 
sut today the achievements of the 
lealer Include more than here and 
there a cure. 


THE ACHIEVEMENT. 


I see the lights in thousands of 


hospital windows gleaming .like the 
stars in 
the heavens. 
I see the 


white-robed nurses and the doctors 
coming forth as did the angels of 
health, who troubled the waters at 
the pool of Bethesda, crying to the 
sick 
everywhere: "Come 
and be 


cured of your ailments!'^ I see thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of strong 
men and women, who would have 
died twenty years younger than they 
are now- had they Jived and been 
sick in the days when Christ lived 
ind he had seen them not or touched 
them not. 
Christ as the physician 


of the body was a wonder-worker. 
But man today as a curer of physical 
llments Is accomplishing far more 
than Christ ever did. 
Man- Is not 


only opening the eyes of those bom 
blind, but he is making the thous- 
ands and the tens of thousands of 
the deaf and the dumb speak until 
this ancient miracle has ceased to be 
a. wonder because of its commonness. 


Now, 
study Christ from another 


standpoint. 
What did Jesus come 


down upon earth to doP He came to 
save the world? Oh, yes. 
He came 


to save the world by drawing men. 
unto himself and handing them to- 
gether as Christians. 
That means 


men were to become followers of him- 
self. 
Yet after ho camo to earth, 


nnd was born in tho manger, and 
lived In Naeareth, ho literally be- 
came tho "despised and tho rejected 
of men." 
After he hnd lived and 


suffered, preached 
and worked on 


and on until the day when ho was 
crucified, the converts he had won 
were only a little handful of fol- 
lowers at tlie foot of his cross. If 
I should take you to.a country pns- 
tor and say: 
"Rev. Mr. So and So, 


how large is your 
church?" 
He 


would say: 
"Oh, very small. 
We 


have only six score members all 
told. But we are part of tlie groat 
Presbyterian church with its hun- 
dreds of thousands and millions of 
members. 
Therefore, we are proud 


to bolonp to the great body of this 
church militant." 
But Jesus when 


ho died 
did not have 
any great 


church. 
He was only tho humble 


Nazarene 
with 
one hundred and 


twenty disciples all told In Jeru- 
salem. 
From a worldly standpoini 


Christ's life seemed to bo an abject 
failure. 
Do you wonder that Christ 


said to his disciples in tlie words of 
my text, "Ha that belleveth on mo, 
tho works that I do shall he do also, 
and greater works than these shall 
he doP" How has tho promise been 
fulfilled hi the great preachers and 
organizers of tho Christian church? 
Inspired by his life and teaching 
men have arisen whose achievements 
as far as they can be measured by 
numbers have surpassed a thousand- 
fold those of their Divine Master. 


• 
CHRISTIAN ORGANIZATION. 
Compare if you will the rapid ad- 


vancement of Christianity during the 
century just past with the seem- 
ingly paltry number of one hundred 
and twenty whom Christ gathered 
about him In Jerusalem during his 
earthly ministry. In 1844 George 
Williams, of London, organized the 
first Y. M. C. A. of the world. Forty- 
six years later, as a direct outgrowth 
of his,work, there were 6,625 differ- 
ent Y. M. C. A. societies, with their 
enrollments of 
650,000 
members, 


with property worth over $26,000,- 
000. 
In 1865 William Booth, a'n 


humble Methodist minister, stepped 
out of tlie church of bis birth and in 
Nottingham, England, organized the 
"Christian mission," the outgrowth 
of which is the modern Salvation 
Army. 
In thirty-five 
years that 


army, as a direct result of William 
Booth's work, hod Its eleven thous- 
and officers stationed in all, parts of 
tbe world, holding 
annually over 


2,000,000 meetings and possessing 
their own printing presses, scatter- 
ing forth 43,000,000 pamphlets and 
papers of gospel news, nnd with on 
income 
of nearly 
$4,000,000 per 


year. In 1880 Francis E. Clark, a 
comparatively 
unknown minister, 


organized his young people Into a 
band of Christian workers, called tlie 
"Christian Endeavor society." 
Ho 


Is called "Father" Clark now; not, 
however, because be is an old man, 
but because lie was the father of a 
movement which in twenty years 
had a society with nearly 4,000,000 
members. 
Consider 
the work of 


John Wesley. 
Compare 
the first 


band of one hundred ,n«d twenty 
members with the conversions .unCor 
the power of the 
Holy Ghost of 


WUiteneM, Flnney, Moody. ' These 
men led the people by the tens of 
thousands to kneel at the foot of the 
cross. 
Tell me, In reference to tho 


criterion of number, has not man ns 


a preacher and an. organizer done 
greater things'* than did Christ? 


But, again, in 
this world-wide 


sweep of man's "greater works" we 
must see how man is,'everywhere 
overturning, 
the 
heathen doctrine 


;hat "might makes right"' rather 
than 
"right makes might." 
We 


must see man as the defender of tie 
weak man, the hope of the helpless 
man, 
the friend of the bareft man, 


and In 'one sense1 the rescuer of the 
lost. Christ comes, as the friend of 
Jie friendless. But, oh, how frlend- 
.ess and helpless he himself became. 
James Morrison, In a wonderful re- 
view of the works of Christ's life, 
pictures him as a mighty conqueror. 
Said this mighty 
pulpiteer, 
"He 


strode on to victory. From his ele- 
vated standpoint he saw as the con- 
sequence of his triumphal ascent to 
his Father the overthrow of Pharlsee- 
ism, and 
Sadduceeism. 
He looked 


farther and saw the overthrow of 
Roman and Grecian 
and Scythian 


idolatry. He looked farther and saw 
the destruction 
of 
slavery. 
He 


looked farther and saw the establish- 
ment on the one hand of home mis- 
sions extending to the hundreds of 
thousands who hpve lapsed, and the 
establishment on the other hand of 
foreign missions, sending the gospel 
o£ his grace to the ends of the earth 
in hundreds of tongues." But though 
Christ in his exaltation and prophetic 
vision may have seen all this, yet 
like Moses, with his eyes overlooking 
tlie verdant fields of the promised 
land, Christ was ,to have no direct 
physical contact In the consumma- 
tion of the world's salvation. 
WHAT OKREAT MEW HAVE DONE. 


All India was yet to give up its 
'idow-'buniing, and the tossing of 
its helpless girl Infants into the 
Granges to be oaten by crocodiles, and 
the heathen worship of Idols, 
but 


Christ was not, in body, able as a 
man to set foot on the soil of India. 
William Carey and Alexander Duff 
and Bishop Thoburn were to do that. 
Africa, with its murder and rapine 
and cannibalistic 
orgies, 
was 
to 


build its altars to the worship of the 
"True Godj" but Christ, as a physi- 
cal man, was never to penetrate Into 
those dark missionary 
fields. 
A 


Livingstone, a Taylor and a Hartzell 
were to do that. Europe at that time 
shaking under the tread of the Bo- 
man legions; Worth and South Amer- 
ca utterly unknown to civilization; 
the islands of the sea., most of them 
unvlsited—all are yet to bow to 
(Christ 
and 
come 
under 
the 


reign of love and gentleness and pur- 
ity and truth. 
Those are to be won 


througli tlio Instrumentality of men. 
Men energized by the Holy 
Spirit 


are to gain the whole world for him. 
Truly as wo look at such a conquest 
and compare H v.'ith the work thai 
ho accomplished In Palestine, we see 
what lie meant when he said, "Great- 
er things than these shall ye do." 
Christ saw all this future conquest oC 
tho world, but as a man lie never 
went away from the Palestine Hills. 
He grew up in Nazareth. 
Ho jour- 


neyed from Nazareth a few 'times to 
Jerusalem. 
There at the Davidlc 


capital bo was at last led as a guilty 
criminal out to tho Calvary heights 
to ignominously die. 
To his follow- 


ers he left the stupendous task of 
cvan'golizlng tho world, promising; 
that ho would bo with them to tho 
end, and that througli his power they 
should "be able to win more 
souls 


than lie bad done. 


But, though we have been prais- 


ing man's "greater works" -we would 
have you bear well in mind this one 
tremendous fact. 
No work of man 


is truly greater than Christ's wars, 
because all of man's greater works 
are the outcome of Jesus' work. 
If 


you read tbe vers In which my text 
Is found, you will find the whole 
trend of the thought in the one word

He cited 
his own experience of its good effects, 
and advised the class lo personally test 
It In. debility nnd exhaustion. 
Of a 


class of 32 who listened to this advice 
five became cocaine (alters within two 
years. 
Ten years Inter IS of thlsclasi 


were drug nnd spirit takers. 
In all 


probability the use of cocaine was the 
starting point of their addictions. Four 
died from the direct USD'of this drug. 
Evidently moro than half of the elnsi 
had followed tho advice of the teacher, 
and were wrecked. 
A few years after 


the professor became an invalid and 
retired from tho profession. In all prob- 
ability a victim of his own counsel nnd 
confidence in cocaine.—Journal of In- 
ebriety.
